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Elba City Council’s Monday meeting ends with fireworks

The Elba City Council meeting 
Monday night ended with fireworks. 
After handling several rountine mat- 
ters, forward progress of the meeting 
hit a road block when Mayor Ricky 
Haywood asked Attorney Bill Stokes 
to read-a veto message. 

The message titled, “Veto Mes- 
sage from the Mayor of the City of 
Elba, Alabama read in part: 

Comes now Ricky Haywood, 
Mayor of the City of Elba, Alabama 
and do hereby notify all of the mem- 
bers of the City Council of the City 
of Elba, Alabama, that I have vetoed

the Resolution heretofore passed by 
this Council, on November 8th, 
1993, with reference to the hiring 
and termination of employment of 
various City Employees.” 

The veto was referring to or- 
dinance #1993-A passed two weeks 
ago by the city council. It was de- 
signed to give the city council final 
approval over hiring of all perma- 
nent employees. The ordinance was 
approved by all five council mem- 
bers. Haywood opposed the or- 
dinance and refused to sign it for 
publication in The Elba Clipper. 
Council members determined the 
signature wasn’t necessary and the 
ordinance was published as required

40 become law. 

The balance of the veto message 
used seven paragraphs of legal terms 
to say the ordinance violated Sec- 
tions 11-43-81 and 11-45 of the 
Code of Alabama, 

In later conversation, Stokes re- 
ferred to a court case where a city 
council was required to pay the sal- 
ary of a mayor’s private secretary. 
Reading all of that ruling finds this 
in Paragraph 4: 

“Mayor had authority to hire per- 
sonal secretary ... where city council 
did not take steps to claim exclusive 
authority to hire city employees...” 

The mayor recommended the 
council vote to sustain this veto. 
However the city council, on a mo- 
tion by Councilman Bill Brunson, 
voted to override the veto of the 
mayor. Again the vote was five to 
one, with all council members in fa- 
vor and the mayor opposing. 

Haywood then notified the coun- 
cil that he had terminated Street Su- 
perintendent James Simmons and 
Recreation Director Ricky Mularz. 
He said he had relieved them the 
morning after the council had voted 
at the last council meeting to re- 
instate the two, 

Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton asked what was happening, be- 
cause he had fired them and the 
council had already voted to put 
these people back to work. Hay- 
owood reminded her that the council 
had the same option as at the last, 


meeting and could make the same 
motion again and he had the same 
option to fire them, 

When asked by council members 
where this was leading and would he 
fire them again in the moming if the 
council voted to reinstate again, the 
mayor said, “It won't be in the morn- 
ing, | am tired of writing letters, | am 
going to fire them again tonight.” 


Waylon Adkinson addressed the 
mayor and said “In other words 
Mayor, you are saying to hell with 
the council.” The mayor denied that 
was what he was saying. Adkinson 
continued with, “I have sat here and 
listened to all this and I am sick of it. 
I am concerned about our town and | 
am concerned about my _ business. 
Something has got to happen in 


Elba, Alabama. We clected five peo- 
ple, five councilmen to run this city, 
we didn’t vote for a dictatorship.” 

After a five minute recess re- 
quested by the council, the debate 
continued. 

The council voted to reinstate the 
two terminated employees and to re- 
lease the two temporary department 
heads hired by the mayor. Those are 


the Acting Street Superintendent and 
Acting Recreation Director. 

The council then voted unan- 
imously to authorize the Mayor Pro 
Tem (Bill Brunson) to take whatever 
legal steps necessary to enforce the 
actions and/or wishes of the city 
council, 

The mecting was then quickly ad- 
journed. 


More leases signed on old city school buildings

The Elba City Council approved 
leasing parts of the old Elba school 
complex to four different groups. 
Mrs. Dolray Fleming was successful 
in getting a two year lease on the for- 
mer Junior High wing; Reverend 
Hirron Williams and The New 
Abundant Life Deliverance Church 
got a five year lease on the auditor- 
ium, two bathrooms and a couple of 
offices; Ken English recevied a five 
year lease on the Elementary school 
lunchroom and kitchen; a group 
called Basic Outreach has requested 
the back part of the “new” wing of 
the former high school, up to the 
breezeway. The council indicated 
they would approve this also when a 
lease had been prepared. 


A lengthly debate erupted during 
discussion on these leases. Council 
members expressed concern over the 
safety of the flood damaged build- 
ings. The motions to lease the facil- 
ities included an agreement that the 
safety of the facilities would be de- 
termined before any public use was 
permitted, 

The council approved a $504.80 
bill from Maddox Signs. This was 
for some trophies and plaques or- 
dered for the Recreation Department 
a couple of weeks ago, according to 
the mayor. They also approved pay- 
ment of attorney fees to the plantiff 
lawyers in the redistricting lawsuit. 
These fees had been ordered by the 
federal court in the case. 

Mrs. Helen McCollough was re- 
appointed to the Elba Housing Au- 
thority. 


Police Chief Jack Parker reported 
the department received 34 com- 
plaints and issued 16 traffic cita- 
tions, including four for driving un- 
der the influence. There were 19 
criminal arrest and three auto ac- 
cidents investigated. Police officers 
cited 18 for doing business in the 
City of Elba without a business li- 
cense. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 12 dogs. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood told the 
council he still didn’t know exactly 
how much extra money would be 
needed to meet the bond payment 
due on December Sth. He said he 
would call city council members on 
the telephone as soon as he had that 
number. 

Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton asked if a special meeting 


wouldn’t be necessary if there 
wasn’t enough money in the bank to 
make the payment. Finally Haywood 
understood her question and said he 
would call an afternoon or evening 
mecting if that was necessary. 

An operating budget for the city 
sull hasn’t been approved. However 
Brunson passed out copies of a re- 
vised budget proposal for council 
members to consider for the next 
two weeks. Brunson’s proposal 
doesn’t require an additional 1¢ 
sales tax (Or any lax increase) re- 
quested by Haywood. 

Mrs. Treva Driscoll, representing 
the 20th Century Study Club and the 
Azalea Garden Club, asked several 
questions about Elba recycling pro- 
gram. She also requested that Elba 
get into recycling newspapers and 
other reusable items. 


Coffee County Commission ups sheriff's salary $7,500.00

In Monday’s Coffee County 
Commission meeting, Sheriff Brice 
Paul was successful in getting com- 
missioners’ support on three matters 
requiring passage of local legisla- 
tion. 

The sheriff’s first request was on 
behalf of the county’s two coroners. 
He asked the commissioners to ap- 
prove the introduction of a local bill 
by Representative Jimmy Holley al- 
lowing the coroners to appoint a dep- 
uty coroner. 

At the present time, sheriff's dep- 
uties, with the approval of the coro- 
ners, have been acting on their be- 
half in their absence. 


After researching the matter, 


Sheriff Paul was unable to find in 
the Alabama Code or locally where

it was legally within the coroner’s 
authority to appoint a deputy. 

With the introduction and passage 
of local legislation, this will be pos- 
sible. The commissioners approved 
the move. 

Paul’s second request dealt with 
the sheriff’s salary. Presently, Coffee 
County’s sheriff receives an annual 
salary of $40,000.00. 

The state’s constitution sets the 
sheriff's salary at $35,000 while lo- 
cal legislation allows for an addition- 
al $5,0000. 

A sheriff's salary cannot be in- 
creased during his present term of 
office, but an increase can be made 
with it being paid at the beginning of 
the next term. 

Paul asked that the commission- 
ers give their blessing to local legis- 
lation raising the sheriff's salary to 
$55,000.00. 

Commissioner Sid Averett op- 
posed the raising of the sheriff's sal- 
ary. 
Averett sited other cases where 
salary increases were mandated by 
the legislature but no money was 
forthcoming. 

Sheriff Paul’s contention was that 
in order to get a qualified man to run 
for sheriff, the salary will have to be 
made attractive. 

“A sheriff works 24-hours a day - 
seven days a week - 365 days a 
year,” said Paul, 

After much discussion, the com- 
mission compromised and agreed to 


support local legislation raising the 
sheriff's salary to $47,500.00. 

Paul’s final request was for the 
increase of the cost of a pistol permit 
from $10 to $20. This also requires 
local legislation. 

Of the $20, the sheriff’s depart- 
ment is to receive $12 and the 


county will get $8. 

Sheriff Paul pointed out that the 
pistol permits presently generate be- 
tween $6,000 and $8,000 annually. 

The funds are used to buy equip- 
ment, provide specialized training 
for deputies and other items needed 
by the sheriff's department 


A new computer system recently 
installed in the sheriff's department 
was paid for with funds derived from 
the sell of pistol permits. 

An attempt was made to get the

Local BOE receives nothing 
but good news from super

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
had nothing but good news for the 
Elba City School Board Thursday 
night. 

The first bit of news was that a re- 

cent letter from State Superintendent 
of Education Wayne Teague an- 
nouncing that increased enrollment 
in the Elba schools qualifies the 
school for an additional 2.17 teacher 
units, This converts to about $65,000 
a year in additional funds from the 
slate, 
_ The local system has been fund- 
ing 14 teachers on a local level and 
this action will give some relief to 
the multi-million dollar local school 
budget. 

Pearce explained the increase in 
teacher units was due to several 
things, Even though there was a drop 
in enrollment in the high school, an 


increase in elementary students more 
than offset that drop. A legislative 
bill lowering the maximum number 
of students in the classroom to 25 for 
the lower grades adds a grade each 
year, A surprisingly low absentee 
rate all fall also helped the Average 
Daily Attendance. Those three facts 
combined to qualify the system for 
the additional teacher units. 

Pearce also predicted a larger 
check from federal impact aid will 
bolster the budget. Impact aid comes 
from the federal government and is 
based on three things: children of 
full time military personnel, children 
of civilians involyed with govem- 
ment agencies and those residing in 
federal subsidized housing. 

Aneise Coleman resigned from 
the Elementary School — custodial 
siaff and was replaced by Mary Ann 
Lee, 

The board adjourned and met in- 
formally to review a new computer 
program at the high school library. 


who authorized installing the pipe 
out Taylor Mill Road when work of- 
ficially approved by the board on 
Herman Driggers Drive still isn’t 
done. 

It was agreed that any further wa- 
ter line extensions would be ap- 
proved by the board. 

McCollough also asked if any ac- 
tion had been taken to mark utility 
owned tools to prevent them dis- 
appearing.

In America Free Speech Should Apply to All 


Peaceful civil disobedience is 
part of the fabric of American life. Its 
roots stem from the very foundation 
of our society — the United States 
Constitution. 

This basic right to speak one’s 
mind is so natural and common to us 
all that itis just unthinkable Congress 
would have the gall to legislate crimi- 
nal penalties for those exercising it. 
Yet that is exactly what the U.S. 
House of Representatives did last 
week. 

“Congress shall make no law 
... abridging the freedom of speech, 
or of the press; or the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble..." 

So reads the First Amend- 
ment to our Constitution. The fram- 
ers of this inspired document wanted 
to ensure that an American govern- 
ment couldn't oppress its citizens for 
their beliefs. No government should 
have the right to criminalize public 
speech or outlaw peaceful public 
meetings. 

The liberal majority in our 
Congress realizes the public's dis- 
taste for limitations on its freedom 
and often turns to trickery and cover- 
ups to pass its narrow-minded agenda. 

Such was the case with the 
passage of the so-called “Freedom of 
Access to Clinic Entrances Act.” Also 
known as the FACE bill, this legisla- 
tion was misleading in both name 
and substance. 

The supporters of the FACE 
bill argued that their legislation was 

nothing more than a measure to pro- 
tect the safety of citizens wishing to 
enter or leave abortion clinics. They 
read out a lengthy list of assaults and 
violent crimes committed by abor- 
tionclinic protesters including bomb- 
ings and murder, 

This bill would tell those ex- 
tremists that they can’t take the law 
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into their hands anymore, the FACE 
supporters said. 

That alone is fine. Violent 
acts against abortion clinic person- 
nel should not be tolerated and they 
will not be. But there is a more 
sinister side to this bill. 

According to its provisions, 
abortion activists attempting to use 
physical force to obstruct entry to 
clinics would face prison sentences 
of up to one year and a fine of up to 
$100,000. 

Second time offenders could 
receive a three-year jail sentence and 
a fine up to $250,000. However, the 
clause “attempting to use physical 
force” is open to interpretation and 
the supporters of the FACE bill know 
this. 

When an amendment was of- 
fered to the FACE bill to clarify the 
use of force clause, FACE support- 
ers said no and rejected it. 

What's the final outcome? 
Well, because the FACE bill is so 
generally worded anyone literally 
standing in frontofan abortion clinic 
either holding a placard or praying 
could be subject to a year prison 
sentence and a $100,000 fine. Yes, 
you heard that right. 

Peace-abiding, non-violent 
citizens will now be placed in the 
same Category as violent protesters. 
Those who choose to exercise their 
right to peacefully assemble in front 
of abortion clinics are now on notice 
— either disband or go to jail. There 
is no free speech. 

Even though the FACE bill 
passed the House, I voted against it 
and shall oppose it when it comes 
around again for final passage. As 
Americans, we should always 
remain vigilant against attempts to 
limit our precious freedoms. The 
FACE bill is one such example.

5th Graders Study Pictography

During their study of early American Indian cultures, the fifth grade students 
leamed about pictography, or picture writing. Pictography has been around for thou- 
sands of years and was used in ancient Egypt as well as by the American Indians. 
The Indians kept records of tribal events through picture writing. Each pictograph, 
or glyph, was a drawing used lo represent events, places, and people. The tribal his- 
torian memorized the meaning of each glyph and passed it on, orally, to the next 
generation. Indian families used pictographs to record stories about events in their 
life and that of their ancestors. 
After their study, each person brought a brown paper sack to school. The sack was 
cut in the shape of a hide, soaked in water, squeezed out, and flattened to dry. This 
process made the sack look like a tanned hide. Students were then given a sheet of 
pictographs on their “hides”. The students enjoyed trying to read each pictograph 
story. The “hides” were then displayed outside the classroom. 
They also made a teepee of “hides” using the same process with brown paper sacks. 
After the teepee was completed, several pictographs were painted on the outside 
representing tribal events such as buffalo hunts.

ELBA TIGERS SURVIVE PLAYOFF TRIP TO GADSDEN 


Forget what | wrote last weck, it was a long ride back to Elba even 
though we did win the football game! 

The Elba Tigers made the journey into hostile territory last Friday night 
and managed to hold on in the closing minutes of the game to claim a big 
20-14 win over a talented Litchfield Eagles squad, The Tigers survived the 
four-hour bus ride to Gadsden and the long wait before the game, then 
played as hard as they could for four quarters and survived a late rally to 
claim the win and advance to the third round of the playoffs. There was 
nothing easy about the trip, or the win, but the players are all a little wiser 
after making the trip and should remember the lesson for years to come. 

lt is a lite hard at first to understand how a team that main the ball 41 
times and gained almost seven yards per carry, and also hit on 7 of 9 passes 
for 89 yards and one touchdown, almost lost a football game Friday night 
up in Gadsden. However, after checking the play-by-play stats, it jumps out 
at you that the Elba Tigers almost cost themselves a ballgame due to their 
inability to convert third down situations in key situations late in the game. 

On their first possession of the second half, Elba moved the football to 
the Litchfield 37-yardline, but failed to convert on a third down and two 
and also failed to put any points on the scoreboard. In the fourth quarter, 
when the game was on the line and the Tigers needed to run time off the 
clock, the Tigers failed once on a third down and three at the Elba 40 and 
again on a third down and one at the Elba 31. Had the Tigers converted ci- 
ther of the final two third down plays they could have run out the clock and 
not had to fight for their lives late in the game, but they failed both times, 
and it almost proved to be fatal. 

Another offensive lapse came in the third quarter after Elba recovered a 
fumble at the Litchfield 15-yardline and had a chance to put the game away. 
The Tigers seemed totally out of syne after the recovery, had players on the 
field in positions that they had never before played, and didn't cash in on 
the break. The failure to score after the tumover fired up Litchfield and was 
one of the sparks that they needed to get back in the game. 

I'm sure the coaches and players have reviewed the film and now know 
just why the Tigers failed to convert on the third down situations, and what 
happened after the fumble recovery, and since the Tigers overcame the mis- 
takes and won the game, it will be chalked up as just a couple of the many, 
many lessons the young Tiger players have leamed during the course of the 
season, 

Now to the game....the Elba running game was expected to have trouble 
with the quick and aggressive Litchfield defense, but ran almost at will and 
rolled up almost 300 yards rushing, while averaging almost 7 yards per car- 
ry on 41 carries. DJ. Belcher missed a lot of the regular season with nag- 
ging injuries, but he is hitting his stride in the playoffs and Friday night 
gained 173 yards to lead the Tigers’ stable of backs. Belcher ran hard and 
low, and once again displayed excellent speed in having a number of runs 
that went tor good yardage. Rossco Coleman had his best game of the ycar 
at fullback, and “Rock” never shied away from contact, even though he 
knew he was going to get hit hard on every single carry. The running game 
was effective and much of the success went to the line, which more than 
held its own against the big Litchfield front wall. The linemen included four 


juniors and a sophomore, but the youngsters are now vets and it showed Fri- 


day night. 

Keith Grantham was a little rusty in the playoff opener, but Friday night 
hit on six of eight passes for 70 yards, and one of his misses was right on 
target, just not caught. Grantham was a major part of the offense early in 


the year with his passing, but Friday night used the pass to help slow down ~~ - 


the defensive charge of Litchfield, and did it well. 
Josh Caldwell caught three passes in the win and made some outstanding 


catches on short patterns, but I'm sure all he's been talking about was his + 


TD pass to Che Vaughan. Caldwell has been throwing the football since he 


was a manager, and Friday night tossed a perfect pass on a fake-reverse for ~~ 4 


a big, big score.

The Elba Tigers made their long 
trip to Gadsden one to remember last 
week as they jumped out to an carly 
two-touchdown lead and held on late 
to down the Litchfield Eagles 20-14, 
in the second round of the 3A foot- 
ball playoffs. 

The win improved the Tigers’ 
record to 7-4 and moved Elba into 
the third round against St. Paul's, 
while Litchfield saw its final record 
slip to 6-5. 

Litchfield received the opening 
kick and quickly moved to a first 
down at the Elba 34-yardline behind 
the running of Xavier Douthard. The 
Tiger defense stiffened; however, 
and after three plays netted minus 
five yards, the Tigers began their 
first series at their own 10-yardline 
following a 31-yard Eagles punt.

Pecan Harvesting Tips 


Pecans should be harvested as 
early as practical. Moisture content 
may be as high as 30% at the begin- 
ning of harvest, but this is when the 
quality can be preserved if nuts are 
dried and stored properly. 

Nut quality is also preserved if 
nuts are not allowed to remain on the 
grown for an extended period of 
time where they may be contaminat- 
ed by mold. Immediately after har- 
vest nuts should be cleaned and 
dried down to 3.00 to 4.5% mois-

Spoon remaining soup mixture over 
turkey, Combine breadcrumbs and 
butter; mix well and sprinkle around 
edges of casserole.
